In deeding the case of J. M. Coombs 
vs. the city. Judge Elliott holds: 
"In 
actions against municipal corporations 
for injuries resulting from the negligent 
construction or maintenance of sewers 
must show that he was free from con- 
tributary negligence. 
Where a munici- 
pal corporation constructs a sewer it 
bound to use ordinary care and skill, 
and it is not necessary that it should be 
averred that the corporate authorities 
had notices or defects caused by a want 
of care and skill in doing the work. 
Where a sewer is constructed with care 
and skill the municipal corporation is 
liable for injuries for negligently failing 
to keep it in repair, and where it is suf- 
fered to remain out of repair for such a 
length of time as that it was the duty 
of the corporate authorities to take no- 
tice of its condition, the law will charge 
the corporate officers with notice. 
A 
complaint which charges that a sewer 
was suffered to remain out of repair for 
two years prior to the injury done to 
the plaintiff's property, such an aver- 
ment is sufficient to charge the corpora- 
tion with notice. 


The right of the public in a street is 
not lost by the occupancy of the land by 
a canal company and the city has a right 
to construct a sewer under the canal. A 
municipal corporation which makes use 
of private property for the purpose of 
constructing a sewer and in order to ob- 
tain the privilege of using the property 
submits to the demand of the owner to 
construct the sewer according to plans 
and specifications pi-epared by him is 
liable for negligence in constructing or 
maintaining the sewer. 
If a municipal 
corporation by its system of construc- 
ing sewers renders an outlet necessary, 
it must provide one. 
A municipal cor- 
poration is liable to one, who for his pri- 
vate benefit, connects his premises with 
sewer constructed by the corporation 
for injuries resulting from the negli- 
gent construclion or maiutenance of the 
sewer. 
It is exclusively a question for 
the court to determine wheth'ir a wit- 
ness is qualified to testify as an expert."

Bditorof the SENTINEL: 


Allow me to call your attention to an 
article from the pen of a correitpondent 
of the New York Sun, writing from 
Dubois, Pa. The article bears the cap- 
tion "A Lumber King's Death." It ap- 
peared in the S B N T I N E I I Saturday. The 
article itself was read with deep interest 
by the writer, and gave rise to many re* 
flections,8omeof which he ventures to of* 
fer for publication alongjwith item alluded 
to. 
That being the text and the reflec- 
tions merely theg"comment." If your 
readers have to say *'The text is the bet- 
ter part of the sermon," this will be no 
unusual fact; as both preachers and 
hearers know from many unpleasant ex- 
periences. 
But the writer will be glad, 
if in this instance, his reflections do at 
least flx attention upon his very instruc- 
tive and impressive text. 


In the article by the Sten'g correspond- 
ent we are called to look upon the last 
scene in the drama of a ,^very busy and 
very useful life. Contemplated as the 
life of merely a business man, intensely 
earnest in the prosecution of that busi- 
ness, and no less successful than earn- 
est, how suggestive becomes that life, 
and how interesting its last scene. 


But, wherein was the secret of that 
success? Surely it was not in his earn- 
estuess merely; for many earnest busi- 
ness men fail to be successful men, and 
espicialJy successful in so large a meas- 
ure. 
iDdomitable purpose, even when 
united with tin less energy and unflag- 
ging pei'fievtr.tijce, needff the guidance 
of that pract cal wisdom expreesed by 
the term "Common Bense." This men- 
tal eiidowmeut Mr. Dubois manifestly 
posHebbed in no small degree, and he 
carried ita light not merely into the facts 
and detailH of business, strictly consid- 
ered.— it.s sndigested possibilities, or its 
det'Crmiue d uudertakings—but that light 
regulated bis judgments of men, and all 
his relations to them, and intercourse 
with them. 
He knew men because he 
knew 
himself, fie 
knew 
that his 
mills, and lauds, and lumber were 
his property; and that his engines and 
wheels and saws, bis wagons and the 
animals that by their harnessed energy 
moved them—these were all his proper- 
ty, to be employed or disposed of at his 
will. 
B'.it be knew the drivers of these 
animals were not his property. 
He 
knew that these were men and belonged 
only to themselves, and God. 
He fully 
understood tbat the beings that ran his 
grand mills and their mighty machinery 
were not themselves "machines " He 
regarded them as men, living souls, and 
he had read the imperative words of 
Him that made men, saying, "All souls 
are men," and in the scope and meaning 
of these words, he saw himself included 
along with his humblest chopper in the 
forest, or the driver of his oxen, and in 
the exercise of that wisdom which ena- 
bled him to manage bis tiifairs of basi- 
nees, and all bis complicated array of 
material agencies, be clearly saw that 
his human agencies and assistants came 
under a difl'erent class of laws. 
Wheels 
and machinery may be moved and oper- 
ated by mere material influences and 
causes, but he well understood tbat ra- 
tional beings were controlled, not by in- 
animate causes, but by motives, inviting 
to the desired action. He knew himself, 
his wants and rights, his feelings and 
desires, his laudable ambitions and his 
just aims; and from what was in him- 
self, he knew what was in his workmen. 
If bis relation to them as their employer 
m ade their relation to him that of sub- 
ordinates in a certain sense, and of de- 
pendents in a certain degree, yet he 
was well aware it brought with it no 
degredation and stripped these nominal 
dependents of their attributes as men, 
nor divested them of any natural right. 
And he recognized the fact that their 
and his duties were co-relative facts, in 
their mutual relations. And how care- 
fully and ccnscieutiously he acted on 
these just principles. 
Let two incidents 
or statements illustrate as they are given 
us in the article alluded to: One state- 
ment if the writer is, although his works 
are divided up into difl'erent depart- 
ments, each under its responsible head 
he knew all of the eight hundred men 
who worked for him, and always spoke 
to them as courteously as if they were 
all millionaires as well himself." 
The 
other incident is thus related: 


Some years ago, when times were dull 
and lumber fell to a low figure, the man- 
agers of his works agreed tbat there 
must be a reduction in the wages of the 
men, and told him so. He heard them 
through and took the figures they had 
brought him, but made no decision. The 
next day he summoned them to meet 
him again: 


"This will not do. I have examined 
the books of the store and find that it 
takes about all these men earn to buy 
necessaries for themselves and their fam- 
ilies. If we most reduce wages I will 
begin with you, who are better paid. 
Say no more about it, I guess I can 
stand a loss better than the men can." 


I know not at this time of his business 
career Mr. Dubois had embraced the 
bible with its teachings and laws as the 
rute of his life, though we are told he 
was so skeptic, or had seriously oonsid- 
«red^his own relations and duties to 


Ood, Bat it u evident in these facts of 
his histoiy, that he had carefully con- 
sidered his relations to hia men in their 
condition of dependence on him for em- 
ployment, and the means of support for 
themselves and their families. 
And in 
the generoQs'reasonings of a noble mind 
heat once decided that open handed be- 
nevolence was simple justice, and could 
not think of balancing his possiblelosses 
against their actual Decessities. 
His 
diminished gains could not give him the 
discomfort or dislrcBS that the thought 
of their pinching wants would bring him. 
So, "say no more about it" is the lan- 
guage not only of a broad considerate 
mind, but also of a noble, generous 
heart. 


And now is it strange, or surprising, 
that when this man and employer of 
men, is dying, we see there, long his 
employes, looking through their tears 
upon the solemnities of the departing 
hour. If " all the world is a stfge, and 
all its men and women are the players," 
when this great star was setting and he 
to whom had been given the role of the 
leading part in a grand drama was 
making his final exit from the stage, and 
that, too, amid the plaudits of admiring 
spectators.^ What meant those sobs that 
refused to be suppressed; and coming 
from the bosoms of stalwart men, who 
had for years played with him, his as- 
sistants and supports in the noble pre- 
sentation. 
Those tears and sobs of these 
dramatic persons are not parts of a per- 
formance; they are real; nor are they 
called forth at the close of a scene or at 
the end of a part. These sorrowing men 
do not know that their noble star goes 
down to rise before the world no more, 
and that they are looking upon the 
grand player's final exit from the stage. 
Ten, twenty, thirty years of service with 
him have convinced them that in Mr. 
Dubois' death they have lost not a mas- 
ter but a true friend, whom they had 
trusted because they had tried him. 


Let me ask then if that life now clos- 
ing had power to crush their hearts with 
sorrow when it had ended, would it not 
have had power while it continued to 
crush out all their discontents and all 
motives and all movements for a strike. 
The best that he could do for them he 
was always doing. 
What then could 
justify a stxike or be gained by it. Or, 
if some better thing could be done, 
which from any cause he had not seen; 
if some burden rested upon them that 
he had not observed, a strike was not 
needed to make him see it; tell him of 
it, show him the books at the store that 
attest the existence of a burden, and 
again he would reply, "Say no more 
about it," and their burden would be 
lifted away, though his profits went with 
it. But employes that were wise enough 
to appreciate such an employer, and gen- 
erous enough to weep, as with a brother's 
tears, his departure from them, have too 
much wisdom to believe a strike to be 
the better way, and too much generosity 
and sense of justice to resort to this ex- 
treme measure when it is not the better 
one. 
Are not the ten thousands of em- 
ployers the world over and the hundreds 
of thousands of employes taught a lesson 
in the life and the death of one who was 
not only called a "lumber king," but 
who was such because he was a kingly 
man.

A SEQUEL. 


How to Control Efiiployes, inul 


ilow to "Crush Strikes.'* 


Editor of the SENTINEL: 


Allow me to call your attention to an 


article from the pen of n, correspondent 
of the New York Sun, writing from 
Bubois, Pa, The article bears tho cap- 
tion "A Lumber King's Death." It ap- 
peared in the SENTINEL Saturday. The 
article itself was read with deep interest 
by the writer,-and gave rise to mauy re- 
flectiona,someof which he ventures to of* 
ferfor publication alongjwith item alluded 
to. That being the text and the reflec- 
tions merely thei"cojnmeut." If your 
readers have to say "The text is the bet- 
ter part of tho sermon," this will be no 
onUBual fact; as both preachers and 
hearers know from many unpleasant ex- 
periences. But the writer will be glad, 
if in thin instance, his reflections do at 
lensl fix attention upon his very instruc- 
tive and impressive text. 


In the article by the <V«n's correspond- 


ent we are called to look upon the last 
scene in the drama of a ^very busy and 
very useful life. Contemplated as the 
life of merely 4 business man, intensely 
earnest in the prosecution of that busi- 
ness, and no leas successful than earn- 
est, how suggestive becomes tbat life, 
and how interesting its last scene. 


But, wherein .was the secret of that 


success? Surely it was not in his earn- 
estness merely; for many earnest busi- 
ness men fail to be successful men, and 
especially successful in so large a metis. 
ure. Indomitable purpose, even when 
united with,tireless energy and unflag- 
ging perKevtT.iiJce, needs' the guidance 
of thnt pruct cal wisdom expressed by 
the term "Common sense." This men- 
tal eijdowment Mr. Dubois manifestly 
posBuubfd iu BO email degree, and he 
carrird ita light not merely, into the facts 
and details of bnsinefis, strictly consid- 
ered. - itn mitfgesteii possibilities, or its 
determined uudertakioga—but thnt light 
regulated his judgments of men, and all 
his relations to them, and intercourse 
with them. Ho knew men . because he 
knew himself. 
He knew* that his 


mills, and lands, and 
lumber were 


his property; aud thnt his engines and 
wheels and saws, his wagons and the 
animals that by their harnessed energy 
moved them—these were all his proper- 
ty, to be employed or disposed of .»t his 
will. B'.it he knew the drivers of these 
animals were not his property, 
.Ho 


knew tbat these were men aud belonged 
only to themselves, and God. 
He fully 


understood that the beings that ran his 
grand mills and their mighty machinery 
were not themselves "machines " He 
regarded them as men, living souls, and 
he had read the imperative words of 
Him that made meu, saying, "All eouls 
are men," aud in the scope and menuiug 
of these words, he saw himself included 
along with his humblest chopper in the 
forest, or the driver of his oxen, and in 
the exercise of that wisdom which ena- 
bled him to manage hm affairs of basi- 
neflB, and all hia complicated array • of 
material agencies, he clearly saw that 
his huuinn agencies and assistants came 
und*r a different class of laws. Wheels 
and machinery may be moved and oper- 
ated by mere material influences and 
causes, but he well understood that ra- 
tional beings were controlled, not by in- 
animate causes, but by motives,.inviting 
to tho desired action. He knew himself, 
his wants and rights, his feelings aud 
desires, his laudable ambitions and bis 
just aims; and from what was in him- 
self, he know what was in his workmen. 
It' his relation to them as their employer 
made their relation to him that of sub- 
ordinates in u certain nense, and of de- 
pendents in H certain degree, yet he 
was well aware it brought with it no 
degradation and stripped theao nominal 
depoudeuttj of their attributes as men, 
nor divested them of any natural right. 
And ho recognized the fncfc that their 
and his duties were co-relativo facts, in 
their mutual relations. Aud how care- 
fully and conscientiously he acted on 
these jiiftt principles. Let two incidents 
or statements illustrate as tlmy are given 
us in tho article alluded to: One state- 
ment if the ;writer is, although his works 
are divided up into different depart- 
ments, each under its responsible head 
he kiiuw all of the eight hundred men 
who worked for him, aud always spoke 
to them an courteously as if they were 
all millionaires as well himself." 
The 


other incident is thus related: 


Some years ago, when times were dull 


and lumber foil to a low figure, tho man- 
agers of his works agreed thnt (here 
must bo a reduction in the wages of the 


men, 
and told him so. Ho heard them 


through and took the figures thoy had 
brought him, bntmado nodeoisiou. The 
next day he summoned them to meet 
him again: 


"This will not do. I huvu examined 


tho books of tho store and find that it 
takes about all thcso men earn to buy 
necessaries for themselves and their fam- 
ilies. If wo must reduce wages I will 
begin with you, who are hotter paid. 
Say no moro about it, I guess I can 
staud a loss Imttor than tho men can." 


I know not at this time of hisbiiHinoAs 


career Mr. Dnbois had ombrnucd tho 
bible with ita teachings and laws as tho 
rute of hiti life, though wo arc told ho 
was BO skeptic, or Inul seriously consid- 


tft own relation* nud dntioH to 


God. Bat it ifl evident in these facts of 
his history, that he had carefully con- 
sidered his relations to his men in their 
condition of dependence on him for em- 
ployment, and the means of support for 
themaelvee and their families. 
And in 


the generous reasonings of a noble mind 
,heat once decided that open handed be- 
nevolence was simple justice, and could 
not think of balancing his poesiblelosses 
against their actual necessities. 
His 


diminished gains could not give him the 
discomfort or distress tbat the thought 
of their pinching wants would bring him. 
So, "stiy no more about it" is the lan- 
guage not only of a broad considerate 
mind, but also of a noble, generous 
heart. 


And now is it strange, or surprising, 


that when this man and employer of 
men, is dying, wo see there, long his 
employes, looking through their tears 
upon the solemnities of the departing 
hour. If " all the world is a stfge, and 
all its men and women are the players," 
when this great star was setting and he 
to whom bad been given the role of the 
leading part in a grand drama was 
making bis final exit from the stage, and 
that, too, amid the plaudits of admiring 
apeotatora.f What meant those sobs that 
refused to be suppressed; and coming 
from the bosoms of stalwart men, who 
had for years played with faim, his as- 
sistants and supports in the noble pre- 
sentation. Those tears and sobs of these 
dramatic persons are not parts of a per- 
formance; they are real; nor are they 
called forth at tho close of a scene or at 
the end of a part. These sorrowing men 
do not know that their noble star goes 
down to rise befo'ro the world no more, 
and that they are looking upon the 
grand player's final exit from the stage. 
Ten, twenty, thirty years of service with 
him have convinced them that in Mr. 
Dubois' death they have lost not a mas- 
ter but a true friend, "whom they had 
trusted because they had tried him. 


Let me ask then if that life now clos- 


ing hud power to crush their hearts with 
sorrow when it had ended, would it not 
h ave had power while it continued to 
crush out all their discontents and all 
motives and all movements for a strike. 
The best that he could do for them ho 
was always doing. 
What then could 


justify a strike or be gained by it. 
Or, 


if some better thing could be done, 
Which from any cause ho had not seen; 
if some burden rested upon them that 
he had not observed, a strike was not 
needed to make him see it; tell him of 
it, show him the books at the store that 
attest the existence of u burden, and 
again he would reply, "Soy no more 
about it," and their burden would be 
lifted away, though his profits went with 
it. But, employes that were wise enough 
to appreciate such an employer, andgen- 
erous enough to "weep, aswithabrother'a 
tears, his departure from them, have too 
much wisdom to believe a strike to bo 
the better way, and too much generosity 
and aenso of justice to resort to this ex- 
treme measure when it is not the better 


one. 
Are not the ten thousands of em- 


ployers the world over and tho hundreds 
of thousands of employes taught u lesson 
in the life and the death of one who was 
not only called a "lumber king," but 
who was such because he was a kingly 
man.
